Surveys Wells' Life 



"To anyone who is blessed with an 1 
open mind, Mr, Wells can bscome a ! 

stimulating mind, an llluminatii.s 
philosopher, and a most, entertainins 
frcnd," declared Mr. V. C. Warj- 
brough, M, A.. Principal of Lower Can- 
ada College, in a survey of the life 
and work or H. G. Wells, before i ' 
meeting of the St. Jam-2s Lllernry tio- 
eicly last night. 

Mr. Wells, stated the speaker, hui 
always provoked a great deal of crit- 
icism; in the minds of an older ;e:i- 
cration. at least, there existed a vei-y 
real hostil ty and resentment towaids 
him. although, like Mr. Wells himself, 
thcsCN are now somewhat mellowcil 
Born In 1866. Mr. Wells has. for ''he 
l.-wt forty years, been one of the mxt 
prolific of writers of our age. He w.\*, 
in Km, own words, "born protesting. ' 
and he ha.s given tis his own accoun; 
of hLs clilldhood, in h's recently pub- 
lished autobiography, which the speak- 
er corusiricr.s one of the ga-atcst boo'.u 
of our nsr. Hi.s fatnily aUvay.>> l;v>d 
oil the brink of fln.tni.-ial dis.istor. .«j 
Uiat, though H. G. Wells never wciit 
actually luinsry, he did know poverty,
